The members of the Senate re-assembled. 

The fortieth ballot for President was taken, and resulted as fol- 
lows: g 

Stevenson 9, Farnsworth 5, and Hubbard 3; total number of 
votes 17; necessary to a choice 9. 

So Mr. Stevenson having received a majority of the whole num- 
ber of votes cast, was declared elected President of the Senate. 

The Clerk appointed Messrs. Farnsworth and Hubbard to conduct 
the President to the chair, who performed that duty ; and the Pres- 
ident entered upon the discharge of his duty. 

The President announced that the next business in order was the 
election of a Clerk. 

Mr. Brown nominated Ellery R. Hall, of Marion county. 

And on motion of Mr. Maxwell he was elected by acclamation. 

The President then administered tothe Clerk the oaths prescribed 


by law. 
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On motion of Mr. Phelps, Alpheus D. Hagans, of Preston county, 
was unanimously elected Sergeant-at-arms of the Senate: and he 
subsequently appeared and was qualified. 

For the office of Doorkeeper of the Senate, Mr. Hawkins nomina- 
ted Thomas L. Boggess, of Marion county. 

Mr. Carskadon nominated Joseph Barclay, of Ohio county. 

The vote was taken by ballot, and resulted as follows: 


For Mr. Boggess 9; for Mr. Barclay 7; and for Reubeu J. Bul- 
lard 1; total 17; necessary to a choice 9. So Mr, Boggess having 
received a majority of all the votes cast was declared elected door- 
keeper; and he was thereupon qualified. 


On motion of Mr. Maxwell, 

Resolved, That the President be requested to appoint two pages 
for this body. 

The President appointed under said resolution Alexander R. 
Campbell and Charles H. Wheat. 

On motion of Mr. Hubbard, John H. Charnock was appointed 
Janitor of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Maxwell, 


Resolved, That a committee of two be appointed to inform the 
House of Delegates that the Senate is organized and ready to pro- 
ceed to business. 


Under this resolution Messrs. Maxwell and Carskadon were 
appointed. 
Mr. Maxwell offered the following joint resolution : 


Lesolved by the Legislature, That a committee of two on the part 
of the Senate, and three on the part of the House of Delegates, be 
appointed to inform the Governor that both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture are now organized and ready to receive any communication he 
may desire to make. 


The resolution was adopted and Messrs. Brown and Hawkins 
appointed on the part of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon the rules of the last session were 
adopted for the temporary government of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Hubbard, 

Resolved, That when the Senate adjourn to-day, it will adjourn to 
meet to-morrow at 10 o'clock, A. M., and thereafter at the same 
hour until otherwise ordered. 

Mr. Rollyson offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Sergeant-at-arms be instructed to purchase 
Stationery, &c., for the use of the Senate. 

Mr. Phelps moved to amend the resolution by striking out “&e.” 
and inserting “and postage stamps.” 

The motion to strike out prevailed, but the motion to insert was 
lost ; and, as amended, the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, 
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Resolved, That the President of this body be requested to invite 
the attendance of the clergy of this city to open the Senate with 
prayer. 
` And on motion of Mr. Rollyson, the Senate adjourned. 


WEDNESDAY, January 20, 1864.

of the Senate.” 

And as amended, the resolution was adopted.

Resolved, That so much of the Governor's message as relates to 
the recommendation of the appointment of a State Geologist, be 
submitted to a special committee to be appointed by the President

On motion of Mr. Brown, i 

Resolved, That the Committee on Courts of Justice and General 
Laws be reọyuested to inquire into the expediency of providing by 
law for the sale of real estate returned delinquent for the non-pay- 
ment of taxes levied for the use of counties, townships, free schools, 
roads, or for the support of the poor. 

Mr. Phelps offered the following: 

Resolved by the Legislature of this State, That the Committee on 
Humane and Criminal Institutions, be and are hereby instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of reporting a bill fixing the county 
jail of Mason county as the temporary State prison. 


The resolution was laid over. 

A message from the House of Delegates, by Mr. Lamb, announced 
that the House had agreed to the joint resolution in regard to the 
printing of the (overnor’s message, with an amendment adding 
thereto the words: “and one thousand copies each of the accompa- 
nying documents,” and that it had passed the following joint reso- 
lution : 


Resolved, (the Senate concurring,) That the Committee on Taxa- 
tion and Finance, on Military Affairs, on the Judiciary, and on 
Counties, Townships, and Municipal Corporations, of the two Houses, 
sit as joint committees whenever so requested by the chairman of 
either of said committees.

THURSDAY, January 21, 1864. 


The Senate was opened with prayer by Mr. Phelps, a member of 
the Senate. 

The journal was read and approved. 

A message from the House of Delegates by the Clerk announced 
the passage of, and asked concurrence in the following: 


‘WHEREAS, The loyal people of West Virginia are being injured 
by the annoying and oppressive restrictions placed upon trade and 
commerce, under the regulations of the Treasury Department, now 
in force in said State: 

AND WHEREAS, it is the deliberate opinion and conviction of the 
people of the State, as well as the military authorities located in 
the same, that such regulations are not calculated to obtain their 
only legitimate object, namely, the prevention of the passage of sup- 
ples to districts within the control of the enemy : 

Therefore be it Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, That 
our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives be 
requested to represent these facts to the proper authorities at Wash- 
ington; and to use their most earnest efforts to secure such modifi- 
cation of the trade regulation referred to, as will relieve the loyal 
people of the State from the grievances set forth in these resolutions. 

Resolved, That the Governor of the State be requested to convey 
a copy of these resolutions to each of our Senators and Representa- 
tives at Washington. 

Resolved, That the Governor be authorized to send one or more 
commissioners to Washington to aid in promoting the objects of 
these resolutions.” 


Mr. Haymond called for the yeas and nays upon the adoption of 
the said resolutions,and the demand being sustained they were 
adopted :

Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia: On behalf of the loy- 
al people of the State, that our prompt acknowledgments and 
heartfelt thanks are hereby most gratefully tendered to Brig. Gen. 
W. W. Averill, and the officers and troops under his command, for 
their brilliant victory at Droop Mountain, in November last, and 
for their more recent and very hazardous but successful campaign 
through Roanoke and other counties of Virginia, the results of which 
have proved so damaging to the rebel cause. 

Resolved, That the determined bravery and patriotism exhibited 
by the volunteer troops who have united their arms for the mainte- 
nance of constitutional liberty on this continent, and for the protec- 
tion of the liberties, fortunes, and lives of our people against the 
despotic usurpations and assaults of the so-called Confederate States, 
justly entitle said troops to be honored by all loyal people. Our 
prayer to the God of Battles shall be for their success on the battle 
field, and for their long and continued enjoyment of the permanent 
peace soon to be conquered by their valor. 

Resolved, That the Governor of this State be, and is hereby re- 
quested to transmit a copy of these resolutions to the commanding 
officer of each regiment that was engaged in the battle of Droop 
Mountain, and those engaged in the campaign through Roanoke 
and other counties. 

On motion of Mr. Young, 
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Resolved, That a special committee be appointed to draft a joint 
resolution or resolutions, endorsing the administration of Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States, recommending him to the 
suffrage of the people of our State, as well as to the people of the 
nation, thus continuing him in the presidential chair a second term. 

The President appointed under this resolution, Messrs. Young, 
Brown, and Phelps. 

On motion of Mr. Bowen, 

Resolved, That the Judiciary Committee be requested to examine 
and report as to whether or not any change is necessary respecting 
the relationship in marriage. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs inquire and re- 
port as to the expediency of providing a mode by which all money 
advanced or subsistence or other thing furnished by this State or by 
any county or citizen thereof in aid of the suppression of the rebel- 
lion, or in procuring volunteers for the service of the United States, 
may be ascertained and audited, to the end that such expenditures 
may be reimbursed from the Federal Treasury. 


The President announced that Mr. Farnsworth was absent at 
Washington on official business. 
And on motion of Mr. Young, the Senate adjourned. 


TUESDAY, January 26, 1864. 


After prayer by Rev. Mr. Ball, the journal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

Mr. Maxwell, from the Committee on the Judiciary, reported back 
Senate Bill No. 1, “a Bill to authorize suits to be brought in the 
county of Preston in cases heretofore cognizable in certain other 
counties,” with a recommendation that it pass to its engrossment 
with the following amendments: 

1. Strike out of the 4th line the words, “now pending or.” 

2. Strike out of the 6th line the words “prosecuted or,” and insert 
in place of them the word “hereafter.” 

8. Add at the end of the bill: “but nothing herein contained 


shall be construed to effect any provision of law for the limitation 
of actions or suits.”

Mr. Brown moved that the printing of said bill be dispensed with, 
but the motion was disagreed to.

A message from the House of Delegates by the Clerk, announced 
the passage of and asked concurrence in the following:

to the said regiment, on behalf of the loyal citizens of this State, 
a flag adapted to their arm of the publie service, with the coat of 
arms of this State, and the following inscription placed legibly up- 
on it; viz: Charleston W. Va., Sept, 18, 1762; Vicksburg, Miss., 
May 19 and 22, 1863; Jacksonn, Miss., July 9 and 12, 1862; Mis- 
sion Ridge, Tenn., Nov. 25, 1863. The expense thereof to be paid 
out ot the contingent fund placed at the disposal of the Governor. 

On motion of Mr. Phelps, the rule was suspended for the purpose 
and the resolution passed. 

Ordered, That Mr. Phelps so inform the House. 

Mr. Slack offered the following: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the Presi- 
dent to inquire of the Delegates and Senators of the various coun- 
ties and districts and of other persons, what political or citizen 
prisoners of this State are now held by the Rhee in their various 
prisons in the south, stating their names, counties and the position 
or office, if any, with which they were connected ; and report at as 
early a day as practicable to this body. 

On motion of Mr. Phelps, said resolution was amended by in- 
serting after the word “connected,” the words “and also the names 
and position of prominent rebel citizens who reside in the locality 
from which said loyal citizens were taken.” 

Mr. Maxwell moved to amend the said resolution by inserting 
before the amendment of Mr. Phelps, the words “and time and 
place of their capture,” which was agreed to.

After prayer by Rev. Mr. Ball, the Journal was read and approvd. 

A message from the House of Delegates by the Clerk announced the 
adoption ofa “Joint resolution authorizing the Adjutant General to 
audit certain militia claims ;” “a Joint resolution respecting the act 
of Congress for endowment of Agricultural Colleges ;” and the pas- 
sage of House Bill No. 11, “a Bill requiring copies of certain official 
bonds to be transmitted to the Auditor ;” in all which it asked con- 
currence.

Mr. Phelps from the Committee on Military Affairs, reported 
back Senate Bill No. 2, “a Bill for the relief of the families of sol- 
diers of this State, living beyond the lines of the Union Army,” 
with the following amendments : 

1. Strike out of the title all after the word “State.”

A message from the House by Mr. Dawson informed the Senate 
that the House was ready to proceed to the execution of the joint 
order of the day, the election of a State Superintendent of Free 
Schools, and had placed in nomination for that position Prof. Andrew 
F. Ross, of Ohio county, and Prof. William R. White, of Marion 
county, 

The President then appointed Mr. Bunker to inform the House 
of Delegates that the Senate was likewise ready to execute said 
order, and had made no further nominations. 

The President appointed the followlng committee-on the part of 
the Senate to count the joint vote of the two branches: Messrs. 
Hubbard, Bunker and Hawkins. 
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The Senate then proceeded by joint vote with the House of Dele- 
gates to the election of aState Superintendent of Free Schools. 

The first ballot resulted as follows: 

For Mr. White sixteen votes, and for Mr. Ross four votes. 

The committee to count the vote jointly with the House submitted 
the following report : 

Whole number of votes cast 61: of which Mr, White received 48; 
Mr. Ross 16; Dr. Dorsey 1; and E. W. Newton 1. Necessary to a 
choice 31. 

And William R. White having received a majority of the joint 
vote of both branches of the Legislature, was declared by the Pres- 
ident duly elected to the office of State Superintendent of Free 
Schools for the term commencing June 1, 1864. 

Mr. Young presented a petition from citizens of Marshall county, 
praying the passage of a prohibtory liquor law, which was referred 
to the Committee on Temperance. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, the Senate took up the joint resolution 
offered by him on yesterday asking for an increase of the military 
force in this Department, and for the retention of the Seventh Reg- 
ment therein. 

Mr. Young moved to amend the same by adding thereto the words:

On motion of Mr. Bunker, the county of Wirt was inserted. 

Mr. Farnsworth moved to insert the counties of Randolph, Tucker, 
and Barbour.

That we have seen with much satisfaction the expressions of pub- 
lic confidence which have been announced by different state legisla- 
tures, and other publie bodies: endorsing the measures of the pres- 
ent administration. 

That we cordially concur in the general sentiment of the people, 
that in President Lincoln, we have a chief magistrate in whose wis- 
dom, integrity, and honesty, we have the most unbounded confi- 
dence. 

And believing that his name will insure unanimity and confidence 
among loyal men, with more certainty than that of any other man ; 
we lool with favor upon the general movement so plainly visible 
throughout the country for his re-election. 

Mr. Hubbard offered the following as a substitute for the resolu- 
tion, which, on motion of Mr. Carskadon, was adopted:

from its lst amendment, and that the 2d and 3d amendments be em- 
bodied to read as follows: 

Strike out sections 16 and 17 of the engrossed bill and insert, 

The Overseers of the Poor of each county shall be a corporation 
by the name of the Overseers of the Poor of --.------- county, and 
as such may rent a house or houses for the poor, or may purchase 
land and build thereon a poor house or houses for the poor, and 
may sell and convey lands; but the cost of the land and the cost of 
the house or houses shall first be estimated and reported by the 
Overseer’s of the Poor, and approved by the voters of the county at 
some regular election. The Board of Overseers may provide on said 
land, stock and implements of husbandry, and use such houses and 
lands as a place of general reception for the poor. They may 
also provide a workhouse and other buildings and improvements; 
may employ managers, physicians, nurses and servants, and prescribe 
regulations for the management and good government of the same, 
having reference to the promotion of health, morality and industry 
among the occupants. ~ 


The report was adopted. 

Mr. Hubbard was directed to inform the House thereof.
